nor a re they a ppa rently urg ing tha t this 
and other g ov ernments g iv e wa y to dicta ­ 
tors or tota lita ria n methods. Ra ther they 
see huma n selfishness crowding out 
the 
g rea t a dv a nta g es which democra cy offers 
because, they sa y, most people ha v e lost 
sight of the “ golden rule.*’ 
In this connection Clyde R. Miller of 
Columbia Univ ersity, in a recent 
m a g a ­ 
zine article, decla res “ our democra cy ha s a 
60-40 chance to surv iv e the next ten yea rs.” 
And then he tells a story of 
wha t 
some 
communities a re seeking to do to insure its 
preserv a tion. 
“ If we can get ev en IO percent of 
the 
people to think clearly,” Dr. Miller 
adds, 
“ we shall hav e produced enough leaders in 
America to offset the influence of charla­ 
tans and demagogues.” 
When Miller 
returned in 
1934 
from 
watching the Nazi rise in Germany, he told 
friends: “ You can’t combat intolerance by 
preaching or exhortation any more than 
you can combat smallpox by saying that it 
is bad.” 
To combat any similar upheav al in his 
own country, Miller determined upon ac­ 
tion. “ Why not analyze a town,” he 
rea­ 
soned, “ and then do something about 
its 
faults.” 
The “ Springfield Plan,” inaugurated in 
1940 was the result. 
Springfield, 
Mass., 
was chosen for the experiment because it 
was a typical conserv ativ e community. It 
had a good school system, whose superin­ 
tendent, J ohn Granrud 
appointed a com­ 
mittee of nine to ferret out Springfield's 
problems. 
Pupils were being taught that we hav e 
already 
achiev ed perfect 
democracy 
in 
America, the committee 
reported. 
Then, 
learning by experience that this was far 
from true, they became disillusioned. A new 
program was ev olv ed to combat this con­ 
dition. 
In the 
elementary grades, the program 
tackled 
class 
prejudice. 
The 
students 
learned to know the people they 
studied, 
found that people in a 
community 
must 
work together in order to liv e. 
In junior high school, students of foreign 
extraction wTOte plays about the life and 
times of their forebears. E \eryone studied 
the life 
stories of 
famous 
immigrant 
Americans. 
To combat relig ious intolerance, study of 
the g rea t relig ions wa s 
introduced. 
The 
children a ttend Protesta nt, Catholic 
and 
J ew ish serv ices. 
Senior hig h school students g ot down to 
ca ses on problems of 
g ov ernment, 
em ­ 
ployment discrimina tion, and propa g a nda . 
They a na lyzed newspa pers and ma g a zines, 
used their democra tica lly 
elected

medical problems. So me o f these 
are plain for all to see and con­ 
sider—the cripples, the blind, the 
nerv ous wrecks among the v et­ 
erans of combat. Numerically they 
would hardly justify my estimate 
of a third o f all po stw ar pro blems 
being medical. 
But there is ano ther, less o b­ 
vio us and much mo re nu mere . , 
gro up o f medical liabilities who 
will co me o ut o f the war. 
They 
are in bo th co mbat and civilian 
gro ups. They may no t ri adze fo r 
a lo ng time what the war has do ne 
to them. But still subtly and per­ 
haps to them unacco untably it will 
have changed their who le lives. 
As an ex ample o f this is a re­ 
po rt I have befo re me by Lieut. 
(J. G.) J. C. Ho ward, M. D. o n 
tests o f hearing made o n men who 
have seen co mbat service. 
It is 
by no means a cheerful acco unt. 
The co nclusio n is that pc?t-war 
America has an ex cellent chance 
o f being in part a hard-o f-heanr g 
America, 
because 
o f 
amniatic 
trauma. 
It applies to tho « e who 
have go ne to wo rk in war industry 
as well as to tho se in the armed 
fo rces. 
And it thu® hits particu­ 
larly the y o ung adult between tho 
ages o f 18 and 35 w ho in the pa t 
has been particularly free o f au­ 
dito ry difficulties. 


Damage of Noise 
Damage to hearing fro m the as­ 
saults o f no ise has in the past 
been identified by the medical pro ­ 
fessio n with certain trades—such 
as bo iler makers, riveter®, blasters 
and tho se make up o nly a frac­ 
tio nal part o f the po pulatio n. 
The damage to hearing in this 
gro up is mainly in the higher fre­ 
quencies, starting abo ve 3,000, 
which means deafness fo r high 
to nes, but in the co urse o f time 
this spreads fanwise o n the chart 
until it reaches the level o f co n­ 
versatio nal ranges. 
Wo rld War I had little effect 
o n the hearing o f the members o f 
the armed fo rces. 
It was sho rt 
and co mparatively no t so very 
no isy . 
The English, French and 
German tro o ps sho wed a go o d 


deal mo re lo ss than o urs. 
This 
w ar has increased the pace o f 
mechanical w arfare and with it 
no ise. Besides, altitude fly ing adds 
its burden as well as the baro met­ 
ric pressure o f submarine ex ist­ 
ence. 
Protectiv e Dev ices 
Studies in the hearing acuity o f 
the perso nnel o f airplane and sub­ 
marine services sho w that tho 
amo unt o f damage depend® o n the 
ability o f the individual's hearing 
apparatus to stand pressure, th** 
amo unt o f ex po sure, and, hest 
lesso n o f all, the amo unt o f rest 
between perio ds o f duty . The use 
o f pro tective devices is also a 
facto r. 
"Trap sho o ter’s car” has been 
so designated by spo rtsmen fa­ 
miliar with the situatio n* Thetrap- 
sho o ter is hard o f hearing in the 
ear that is nex t to the gun.
